The report of G. .W. Simons, Jr., 


state sanitary engineer, who came to 


few weeks ago to 


make an examination of the proposed 
well site west of the city, where it 
is proposed to obtain the supply of 
soft water for use in the city water 
works system, lias made the official 
report of his visit here and the result 
of his examination to Dr. Joseph Y. 
Porter, state health officer. 


In his report Engineer Simons gives 


his reasons for believing the water 
from the location where the test well 
has been sunk is pure sott water, and 
incidentally calls the attention of the 
state health officer to the unsanitary 
condition of the 
canal through the 


city.

CITY COUNCIL REFUSES TO PASS 


MEASURE REQUESTED BY LO- 


CAL W. C. T. U. WHEN IT IS 


PRESENTED. 


The sale ot near fceer will be con- 


tinued in the city of New Smyrna, 
unless some action is taken by the 
city council to nullify the action tak- 
en at the adjourned meeting held this 
week Wednesday night, when the or- 
dinance prohibiting the sale of near 
beer was presented and tabled. 


The presentation of the ordinance 


prohibiting the sale of near beer was 
the outcome of thg presentation of 
a petition signed by a large number 
of residents of the city, at the reg- 
ular meeting of the council held in 
September. The petition was brought 
to the council room and presented in 
person by six women members of the 
local W. C. T. U. 


At that time the- ordinance com 


mitteo was instructed by vote of the 
council to prepare and present an or 
dinance prohibiting the stile of neal 
beer and cider. 


At the adjourned meeting of the 


council held Wednesday night a pe 
tition asking the council not to pass 
the near beer ordinance, signed b> 
140 names of residents ot New Smyr 
na and vicinity, was presented. 


The 
proposed 
ordinance 
as prc 


sented was in the form of an amend 
ment to the present city ordinance 
against the sale of liquors, drawn to 
include near beer, and the presenta 
tlon was followed by a motion to 
table the ordinance, which was car- 


response to 
a 
telegraphic request I ried by a vote of four to three, those 


from City Engineer H. U. Bonnet and 
City Health'Officer W. C. Chovnlng, 
the occasion of my visit being the ex- 
amination ot several well sites and 
approval of one of these sites for the 
new city water supply. 


The present supply of water con- 


Eumed by the citizens of New Smyrna 
is of an unfavorable quality, abnor- 
mally high in hardness and possess- 
ing a sulphur taste. In consequence 
thereof a new supply is now being 
«>ought. This work is in charge of the 
Above gentlemen, who have been very 
diligently engaged in the undertaking. 


In the searcli tor a satisfactory well 


and station site, three available loca- 
tions were found about three miles 
west of the city, in the great exten 
sive Turnbull hammock area. In this 
location it was found possible to se- 
cure a supply of soft water at a depth 
varying from 25 to 30 t'ce.t. 


The accompanying sheet shows a 


rough sketch giving the relative loca- 
tions of the throe well sites under 
consideration. Test wells were driven 
at each site and samples of water 
submitted to the laboratory for an- 
alyses. 
The samples from the well 


most favored, because of its location, 
showed evidences of contamination, 
and for this reason I was called in 
to make an examination of the sur- 
roundings to locate, if possible, the 
source of contamination, and whether 
or not it was temporary or perma- 
nent. 


As stated above the test wells are 


located in Turnbull hammock, having 
an extremely sandy soil, and well re- 
moved from any habitation. The near- 
est house to any well is remote, one- 
fourth to one-half mile. 
The sites 


are, moreover, approximately 19 to 
20 feet above the city pumping sta- 
tion. 


At the time of tny visit and exam- 


ination I could see no apparent source 
of 
contamination, and 
later, upon 


making further inquiries, conducted 
that samples submitted to- our labor- 
atory were contaminated in the pro- 
cess of sampling. 


At the Bennett place there is located 


a well about 30 feet deep, sunk into 
the same soil formation, and because 
ot the higher elevation and easterly 
dip of the ground surface, Is undoubt- 
edly from the same stream as at the 
well. 
The water from this well in 


pumped to an elevated 
tank, 
from 


•which U I? distributed for irrigation 


' and household use. Because of the 


good condition of the piping and con- 
stant use, I advised Mr. Bennett to 
take samples from the faucet, submit- 
ting same to our laboratory for ex- 
amination. In case this water proved 
to be of a satisfactory quality, the

The sample 
was taken as direccted and submit 
ted to us. the analysis, appended, 
showing it to be of an unquestionable 
quality, free from any contaminating 
evidences. 
In consequence thereof, 


the site in view was approved, and it 
was also further 
recommended 
to 


purchase a considerable acreage sur- 
sounding the site for protective patrol 
purposes. 


While in New Smyrna Mr. Bonnet 


called my attention to the open Turn- 
bull canal cutting through the city 
for a distance of 4,600-5,000 feet, In an 
easterly direction along the 
north 


side of Canal street, a canal about 
eight feet in width, varying in depth 
from four to nine feet, and emptying 
into the North Indian river. Tho ca- 
nal was at one time a main artery 
(the north canal) of a comprehensive 
drainage system installed in 1670 for 
draining the lands to the westward. 


At this time the Channel is serving 


largely as an open sewer, its upper- 
most length acting as a 
receptacle 


for refuse of all descriptions, which 
refuse is conveyed to the most central 
portion of the city with every heavy 
rainfall. Moreover, within a few hun- 
dred feet of its outlet into the river 
are several open sewers from nearby 
stores and residences discharging Into 
it. Briefly, as It now extats the canal 
is In a bad condition and should be 
Improved. 


The present condition of the canal 


can be remedied by first cleaning, and 
later lining with reinforced concrete- 
either open at the top or covered. 
Such a conduit would add. greatly to 
the general cleanliness and' attractive-, 
ness of the city, and, furthermore, 
would remove 
the insanitary ditch 


now existing.

ix years old. Mr. Brown's method 
t clearing, if such it can be called, 
s the method practiced very largely 
ere, and it is cheap and seems to 
nswer the purpose. The place to be 
leared is a 
dense 
wood. 
All the 


arcl-wood growth is felled, leaving 
lie stumps in the ground. None of 
ho palmetto trees are touched. When 
he monarchs of the forest are laid 
ow the planter goes in to dig holes 
.nd set out his citrus trees. If a log 
ests on the spot where it is desired 
o plant It Is moved aside; if a stump 
t Is pulled out. After the planting 
he logs are gradually worked over 
nto the centers between the rows 
ml left to rot. Six years' time had 
ot completely eradicated them, But 
hey were as grass-grown mounds be- 
ween the tree rows. As can be Imag- 
nod, no cultivating can be done In a

The Miami Metropolis is authority 


for the. statement that indications are 
now that the best returns in three 
i-e.ars will this season be received by 
Dade 
county 
grapefruit 
growers. 


While there is only a small percent- 
age of early fruit this year to scud 
nto New York to get the $7 and $8 
quotations now in vogue there, all 
signs point to a continuation of strong 
prices throughout the season. 


The Metropolis says: "The fruit is 


generally of good quality, the growers 
having used plenty of spray during 
the season to keep down rust, wliite- 
fly and other pests which impair the 
quality, and there being only about S» 
per "cent of a crop throughout tho 
state, the supply will be so limited 
that it will probably be far beneath 
the demand. 
Several growers have 


sold their fruit on the trees for ?2 per 
crate, while others 
have 
received 


$1.4(1 and $1.50 for their entire crop, 
taking early with late. It Is reported 
that about 10(1 boxer, were picked yes- 
terday from a grove near Goulds and 
that the local green fruit inspector is 
today making a test of it to see wheth- 
er or not it is mature enough to be 
ofl'ered to northern consumers. As ^i 
riile growers aro not anxious about 
shipping Hieir early fruit, it is report- 
ed since they figure they can get 
«ood prices later and not take tho 
risk of having their fruit confiscated, 
which they must take if they ship 
now. 
Ten days of dry weather with 


cool nights will do wonders to color 
up much of the fruit that is now near- 
ing maturity, he said. 
During the 


rainy weather the fruit keeps on grow- 
ing, but does 
not 
mature.

growers aro not so much concerned 
about Porto 
Rico 
competition this 


year as before, since about 40 per 
cent of the crop on that island was 
blown off in the storm of August 20."

When the erection of a great bridge 


•panning deep waters or the building 
ot a sky scraper for th« housing o 
millions of dollars of business inter- 
ests is contemplated, the first thing Is 
to prepare plans to the minutest de 
tails. The character of the founda 
lions, the strength of materials and 
numberless other minutiae are con 
sldered, and the work of the engineer 
is the first and most important of 
all 


It hasn't occurred to busy men, un 


til within very recent years, that the 
services of the engineer are quite as 
necessary In the even more important 
work of building up and conserving 
public health—the physical welfare 
the permanent well being of the com 
munlty which is the foundation of all 
its chances for prosperity 


Taking the lead and establishing 


precedents in its work for the lasting 
betterment of the public health

Florida, the state board of health has 
quite recently added to its equipment 
a department of sanitary engineering

Collier's Weekly: Some forty places in our country, ranging from 


Ashtabula to St. Augustine, are run by city 'managers. 
This means that 


our everlasting American problem of municipal government 
Is now be- 


ing tackled successfully by calling into action one'of the oldest of human 
traits: that joy of achievement that thrilled in Tubal Cain's heart when he 
hung up the first piece of good iron work, banked his forging fire, and went 
home to get something to eat. Running a city is not business in the baser 
sense of somehow (anyhow) making money, but it is business in the bet- 
ter sense of getting important things well done. The city manager has a 
free hand and a job of his own. He therefore can buy things cheaper, hire 
and keep more capable men, and help them turn out results. The citi- 
zens (or shareholders) can see what he is accomplishing in the visible 
condition of the public property such as streets, sewers, parKs, etc.; can 
check the accomplishment against the costs, as kept in accurate accounts 
and revealed in clear and brief reports. Then they can back him up or get 
him fired as need is. The politicians cannot undermine the active civic 
power by dividing responsibility, creating independent 
offices and con- 


fused jurisdictions, but must either keep their hands off or else buck the 
task of firing the head of the town. American common sense has asserted 
itself, and the new method will stick. 
(Wide-awake citizens may apply 


for detailed information to Mr. O. E. Carr, city manager, Niagara Falls, N. 
Y., or to the board of municipal research, New York City.) 
As the years 


go by we will have plenty of cases of trained men starting as managers of 
tank villages and rising to run big cities with pay and recognition propor- 
tionate to their work. A lot of the dynamic energy now being trained in 
our engineering schools will he turned directly into making our towns bet- 
ter places in which to live. That is what towns are for!

I lie season to keep down rust, whitc- 
fiy and other posts which impair the 
quality, and tiiere being only anowt QO 
per "cent of a crop throughout the 
state, tho supply will be so limited 
that it will probably be far beneath 
tlio demand.

sold their fruit on the trees for ?2 per

$1.40 and $1.50 for their entire crop, 
taking early with late. It is reported 
that iibout 10(1 boxes were picked yes- 
terday from a grove near Goulds and 
that tho local green fruit inspector is 
today making a tost of it to see wheth- 
er or not it is mature enough to be 
offered to northern consumers.

our everlasting American problem of municipal government 
Is now be- 


ing tackled successfully by calling into action one* of the oldest of human 
traits: that joy of achievement that thrilled in Tubal Cain's heart when he 
hung up the first piece of good iron work, banked his forging flre, and went 
home to get something to eat. Running a city is not business in the baser 
sense of somehow (anyhow) making money, but it is business in the bet- 
ter sense of getting important things well done. The city manager has a 
free hand and a Job of his own. He therefore can buy things cheaper, hire 
and keep more capable men, and help them turn out results. The citi- 
zens (or shareholders) can see what he is accomplishing in the visible 
condition of the public property such as streets, sewers, paras, etc.; can 
check the accomplishment against the costs, as kept in accurate accounts 
and revealed in clear and brief reports. Then they can back him up or get 
him fired as need is. The politicians cannot undermine the active civic 
power by dividing responsibility, creating independent 
offices and con- 


fused Jurisdictions, but must either keep their hands off or else buck the 
task of firing the head of the town. American common sense has asserted 
itself, and the now method will stick. 
(Wide-awake citizens may apply 


for detailed information to Mr. O. E. Carr, city manager, Niagara Falls, N. 
Y., or to the board of municipal research, New York City.) 
As the years 


go by we will have plenty of cases of trained men starting as managers of 
tank villages and rising to run big cities with pay and recognition propor- 
tionate to their work. A lot of the dynamic energy now being trained in 
our engineering schools will he turned directly into making our towns bet- 
ter places in which to live. That is what towns are for!
